TOKYO, (Wctlneaday), June 13 (U,R> — United NatioiiB 
troops drove northward along a front of nearly 70 miles in 
Korea today in search of a now tyjinmunist defense line. 
Advances ranging from thousands of yards to several miles 
are made againat light to moderate rear-guard rcBiBtanco, 
The advance along the front aa a whole was slowed. The 
United States eighth army command apparently intended to 
at in a solid line before launch- 
ing any new big-acale attack. 

Tank^^and infantry patrols 
moved deep into the ahatter- 
ed red iron triange bounded 
by Chorwon, Kurahwa and Pyong- 
gang in central Korea In search of 
the new enemy line. 

The Ols scored advances all the 
way Irom Chorwon, aoulhweatem 
anclx* of the lornier Iron trlanale, 
to the east coast. On the Chorwon 
front they captured eoormoui stores 
of munitions ftnd other supplies 
abandoned by retreatlas Chinese. 

Bouthwtsl ot Chorwon mlitance 
stiffened, a front dispatch said, but 
even there one allied unit found 
about 4,000 rounds ot absndoned 
mortar, grenade and other am- 
munlllon. 

North of Inje. on the east-central 
front, an allied tank-lnfaniry pa- 
trol moved several miles northward 
from Yanggu before It met dug-ln 
red rear guards.

FRANCE'S ALIBIS 
Moved by political and mlUtBTy realities 
and a genuine lindersUndlng of an ally'i 
problenu, responsible Americans have leaned 
over baclcwards to avoid Judglns harshly the 
alow pace of French rearmament, 

It was recognized that the French, like 
other Europeaiu, needed the psychological 
boost of knowing that America would support 
European defense. The recent landing of the 
first units of a fresh U. S. division In Oer- 
many, plus the definite promise of three 
more dlrlston^, allorda that fusdatnental ju- 
flurance. 

Allowances were made, too, for the fact 
that France had an election comlnET up this 
year and that French leaders had to tread 
easy on some of the delicate Issues affecting 
rearmament. 

That election will take place June 17. After 
wards the ?Vench will no longer be able to 
argue reasonably that they cannot take cer- 
tain necessary steps for fear of unpopularity. 

In other words, June 17 is In the nature of 
a deadline In the French rearmament pro- 
gram. Beyond that time, neither Americans 
nor any other free peoples concerned for 
the safety of Europe are likely to welcome 
excuses for delay. 

The original target for an European de- 
fense army called for 60 dlvtslons by 19D3, Of 
these 30 to 35 were to be organized by the 
end of 1B61. But the North Atlantic treaty 
organization under General Elsenhower now 
has scaled thla 'figure down to 39 divisions 
by winter. 

The French have promised to supply 10 of 
these 3S. Defense Minister Jules Moch says 
this goal will be achieved, though some Euro- 
pean observers are doubtful. Moil disturbing 
is the fact that only half the total would be 
IB the field. The remainder would be held In 
reserve, capable of being moblllied on three 
days' notice. 

It's questionable whether French soldiers 
resting comfortably in their homes would act 
as an effMtln deterrent to a Russia intent 
on aggroisloor tn mttenr Xorope. TtOn days 
is a long tlmo in this age of sudden assault. 

Reports from France Indicate that the 
French are not yet even preparing ground 
Installations to receive the troops of the ex- 
panding European force. 

By fall, the flow of American arms abroad 
win be substantial. If Elsenhower's mission is 
to have any meaning, the troops should be 
on hand to use those weapons. 

Vntu America committed fresh forces to 
Europe to bolster allied morale, the burden 
of proof of eameat purpose was upon us. How 
It Is upon the Europeans, and particularly the 
nench. 

The time for alibis, legitimate or otherwise. 
Is passing. Not even the shortage of officers 
caused by French participation In the Indo- 
Chlna fightinff can be an excuse. For that 
war is not likely to end soon, and Europe's 
defense can't be left to chance until It Is

And when the statesman heard 
who had hit town he yeUed "to the 
hills, menl The dam has bustl" and 
vanished Into the wallowi behind 
Okeechobee. 

Itieie were conditions to challenie 
the ethics, competence and personal 
courage of any editor. It is not 
pleasant to be threatened and New. 
ton. ot the Tampa Tribune. Bays he 
and his people received many threaU 
as, from my own experience, I have 
DO doubt they did. 

Both papers nevertheless pressed 
on and when Newton aald In a lec- 
ture to a group ot West German 
editors In New York, "if a tree press 
betrays its trust then it betrays the 
people Into alavery" he was not 
hamming or over-stating the case,

Very young children do not know 
anything about truth and falsehood 
and have to learn . It by patient 
teaching and their experiences with 
truth -telling. Imiglnatlon la likely 
to color their stories and «e should ' 
listen with Interest until the 
Is told and then uy, suil with In- 
terest and no show ot lear or dis- 
tress. "That «'as s very good itory, 
■ make-tielleve story. Now tell me 
a real one, one that actually hap- 
pened to you." 

Patient listening and steady In- 
struction, alwaya without any dis- 
play ot emotion, will In time teach 
the child the dlttereace he mutt 
ipect It tu I* to be tru*t< 
ed by his IrlenOi. 

If children are punished for tell- 
ing a "wrong atory," IT they are 
told they are lUri, they wUl not 
feel free to tell the truth In Ume 
ot trouble. Freedom of conscience 
is basic to tnith-telUng. It csn be 
culUvated in early childhood, 
strengthened In childhood prepara- 
tion for adoleicence If one goes 
about it InteUlgenUy. 

peat brings out the dcCcn&lie lie. 
Teach a child that he has nothing 
to tear even when ha make* a 
mistake, does something he knew 
was wrong, even committed a grave 
error that roused the neighborhood, 
and he wUl Have an anchor that 
hold* In the heaviest storm. Teach 
him that ilia parents are hi* friends 
through good day a and bad and he 
Is not likely io tonn the hsblt ot 
lying. 

■We must aclcnowltdge that 100 
er cent truthtulneij 1* rare. We 
have only to look at ourselves to 
know that we can but aim tor 
truth -telling, the every- 
day honesty that marks the sturdy 
churacter. We have to shade the 
tiaUi now and then to save aome- 
body'* leellngs, even their place in 
society. If one saya "I resUy couldnt 
say," when cma really could say, I 
tor one will not object. But (his 
Is an adult standard and not us- 
ually applied to children whose yea 
must mean yea and whose no must 
be truthful, too. 

ti one has done hit best to teach 
1 child to t«ll th« truth, and that 



child by the age of adolescence 
still persists In lying, tor that la 
the right word tor this In a child 
of such maturity, then we ought 
to look for outside help. There Is 
such a tiling as pathological lying 
and the services of the spedalUt are 
required In this case. 

These casta nrc rare. The u-iual 
child Is truthful save under great 
pressure, great fear, and It we take 
care of him In hla cnrly years we 
can aim him against Icst and 
teach him the beauty of truthful-
